_that they feare d not, but the Sea over-whelmed their enzmies, yea the very 
firſt diſcovery that ever the Lord made of ſaving that People, was by 
the Prodigie ofa burning buſh. David Allo ſpeaking of great Earth- 
quabes. ſad and dark Eclypſes, terrible Storms, ftrange Fiery Metevrs in 
the Heavens, dreadiull Thungers and Lightnings, (Fc. makes rhe cud 
of all this ro be nothing elſe but his own Delwerancez; Therefore he 
ſayes iv the cloſe of all, be ſent from above, be took me, he drew me out of 
many Waters, be deliver.d me from my ſtrong Enemy and from them that 
bated me, for they were too ſtrong for me, The greateſt bleſſing likewiſe 
that ever the Church received, viz. ( the birth of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt C who came inro the world on purpale to ſave þis people from
